2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case unpatentability of Group II invention would not 
necessarily imply unpatentability of the process of the group II invention, since the 
device of group I invention could be made by processes different from those of group II 
invention. For example, in claim 2, instead of forming at least one pn junction inside a 
p well, forming first the pn junction and then forming the p well to surround the pn 
junction. In claims 3 and 7, forming the device without providing an alternative current 
path.
